THE COTTACE PLAN. 


A Physician Endorses the Systeni — 
Leading Authorities Give It Their 
Approval—Progress of Neurological 
Science — Plans and Specifications 
Being Prepared. 


Ep. GazeTTE:—To provide for all 
the insane whose friends are unable or 
unwilling to care for them is clearly 
the duty of the State. So says & 
noted Neurologist, and our State is no 
exception in the possession of these 
objects of charity, but it is an excep- 
tion in not having provided means for 
their care within its S6wn borders. 
Yet it has doubtless done the best it 
could, under the circumstances, and 
is deserving ot credit for its past p.o- 
visions at a cost so largely in excess of 
what it would have been had sbe had 
a home asylum. And if the time has 
come to take measures for the care 
and treatment of these unfortunate 
beings at home, the proper provision 
and care for so great and responsible 
a trust is very naturally)the first ques- 
tion that presents itself to thinking 
minds. To make afew suggestions, 
I hope in the light of science, is my 
apology for submitting this paper. 
The advancement “of ‘Ps¥chiarty is 
shedding such haloes of light on the 
subject, that it is causing a revolution 
in public opinion that will carry with 
it the leveling to the ground of the 
old time bastiles and castles of folly 
that are for the entombing of the un- 
fortunate beings who sre always ob- 
jects of pity and commiseration. As 
chronic dementia is so emphatically 
the tomb of the mind, no less have 
been the asylums heretofore the in- 
carcerator of the last hopes of the in- 
sane. How appropriatély it might be 
written on their portals: ‘Let him 
who/enters here leave hope behind.” 
Sinée such is the case, humanity de- 
mands that better and more hospitable 
homes should be provided for them. 
Modern science happiiy supplies this 
want in the pavilion hospital, which 
can be flushed with sunlight and 
fresh air—God’s own medicine—for 
the restoration of the weakened and 
distorted minds of its inmates. 
I do not place se sweeping proposi- 
tions on my own ipse dicit, but am 
borne out by the most advanced minds 
on the subject. The Iowa State Sen- 
ate Visiting Committee on Charities, 
in-one of their reports,~sty: “Your 
commitiee recommend a departure in 
the future from the plan cf erecting 
vast piles of buildings for hospitals, 
and recommend the erection of de- 
tached cottages (pavilions) on the 
score of safety, economy and for sani- 
tary reasons.” 
Dr. Ranney, Superintendent of the 
Iowa State Asylum at Mt.|{Pleasant, 
in his 1878 report te the Legislature, 
says: ‘‘If some one supposed to know 
something of the value of cheerful 
wards and apartments or the folly of 
piling up three, four or five stories, 
surmounted by an expensive dome or 
cupola, has ventured to suggest some 
better or cheaper way, he has been 
quickly silenced by some ambitious 
architect, intent upon personal repu- 
tation, or the adornment of ‘some vil- 
lage or neighborhood at whatever 
cost.” | 
So says Dr. Ranney, and no one 
knows better than he. It is unnec- 
essary to quote farther, as ‘authorities 
could be cited without limit. Suffice 
it to say that continental Europe; no- 
ticeably France, always first in sci- 
ence; as well as tardy old England, is 
adopting the cottage home system, 
freeing patients from all mechanical 
restraints, and giving them the bene- 
fits of the salutary influence of open 
air. 
The instruments of torture known 
as Camisoles, wristlets, straight jack- 
ets, etc. are but so many relics of 
barbarism, inherited by the nineteenth 
century, to be visited: on her unfortu- 
nate insane. But the light of a better 
day is breaking in upon us. I am 
happy to say Dr. Shaw, of Kings 
County Asylum, New York, an expo- 
nent of neurological science and a 
leader in humane reforms, made a 
bonfire, a literal burnt offering, to 
psychiarty and liberty, of these relics 
of the past ages, in his haspital, two 
years ago, and has. not. had occasion 
for replac'ng them since. The Medi- 
cal Record, of New York, says: “Dr. 
Shaw did not, in the-Byronic manner, 
awake the next morning and find him- 
self famous, but he did, nevertheless, 
perform an act which will make his 
name historic among a'ienists, since 
he now stands asthe first American 
physician to do away entirely with 
mechanical restraints in the treat- 
ment of the insane, ” 


_ Indispensable to this method of ra- 
tional and humane treatment is the 


Possession of ample grounds; not for} 


exercise, sports and yardens alone, 
but for agricultural purposes, Our 
hospital will need at least 320 acres 
of land—better a whole section, a 
mile square; for a very large per cent. 
of the male patients can be utilized 
in the fields, with profit to themselves 
mentally and physically. (Mr. Edi- 
ter, your citations a few days ago 
of the system of Gheel, Belgium, and 
Florence, Frafice, are striking exam- 
ples of its utility and beneficial influ- 
ence.) Then we would base our sys- 
tem on the three great principles for 
the care of the insane, to wit: 

I. Cheap, commodious and airy 
pavilions. 

II. Non-restraint. 

III. Free out-door exercise, with 
woll-directed, light labor. — 

With such a system it is shown by 
ample statisticsthat more recoveries are 
effected, with a correspondingly less 
mortuary list.—even reducing it 10 
and 15 per cent.—where the system is 
well carried.out. Many other minor 
points might be elucidated, but your 
space forbids further detail. 

I am now designing and having 
drawn by a competent artist plans 
that I think will meet all demands of 
the State and the patients at a very 
reasonable cost.

His dog 
was with him, and there was nothing 
in the animal’s appearance to mark 
him as anything superior to the gen- 
eral run of dogs. The gentleman ex- 
plained tothe curious baggage-man 
that the dog was wcrth his weight in 
gold. Wherever the master goes the 
dog goes. The two were on a trip 
from Oregon to Virginia City. As 
the dog finds the average hotel bea 
alittle hard and lumpy, like cobble 
stones in a gunny sack, his own bed 
is always taken along when a journey 
is undertaken. The animal dispenses 
with all other luggage, never changing 
so much as his collar. This aristo- 
cratic dog hadgsaved two human lives. 
Four years agoin an Oregon town, 
a little child was standing in the 
street, and a runaway team came 
dashing towards her. The dog real- 
ized her danger,and seizing her clothes 
in his teeth, snatched’ her out of 
harm’s way.
